The progress now being made in formulating 
a final draft of the traction settlement will give 
especial satisfaction to those who feared at vari- 
ous stages in the negotiations that the new scheme 
would find its way into the wastebasket just as so 
many others have done. But there is now evident 
a general desire on the part of all who are sincerely 
committed to traction improvement and the gen- 
eral welfare to bring the present settlement to a 
successful conclusion.

Will forget sectional prejudices and petty politics 
in their consideration of this important project. 
Prejudice and politics have blocked similar im- 
provements in the past, but in this case the coun- 
ell can fll afford to allow these motives to control. 
The city council is on trial just now as much as 
the ordinance. 

If the ordinance were not to be submitted to a 
referendum its opponents might be entitled to 
insist that in passing it the council would be act- 
ing contrary to the public interest. But the adop- 
tion of the ordinance by the council amounts to 
nothing more than placing the measure before 
the voters. The present opposition in effect con- 
tends that it is doing the people a service by 
seeking to deny them the right to express their 
own opinion.

| MR. WARBURG’S RETIREMENT. 
The retirement of Paul Warburg from the federal 
reserve board and the acceptance of his resignation 
by President Wilson are a source of regret not only 
to those who appreciated the exceptional service 
he has rendered the country but to those who be- 
lieve that the circumstances constitute a reproach 
to the nation. Mr. Warburg is of German birth 
and he has two brothers who are serving the Ger- 
man cause in a financial capacity, and these facts,

great talents to the upbflilding of the federal re- 
serve system, both before and after we entered the 
war. His retirement, the president says, “is a 
serious loss to the public service,” and the presi- 
dent takes occasion to emphasize his confidence in 
Mr. Warburg's loyalty. 
We need only read the current casualty lists 
to observe that Americans of German blood are 
willing to give their lives to serve our cause. We 
need only turn to our own past history to realize 
that relative can fight against relative with all the 
ardor of those who have no affiliation with the op- 
posing side.

It is well to 
burn them with caustic or to wash them 
out with alcoholic iodine. 

All dog bites should be reported. As 
soon as it is known that the biting ani- 
mal had rabies the Pasteur treatment 
should begin. It is not good judgment 
to give the Pasteur treatment unless it

The coal situation does not improve. 

For the last three weeks it has grown 
steadily worse. The greatest produc- 
tion of soft coal was reached during 
the week ending July 13, when it was 
nearly 87 per cent of full time capac- 
ity. Since then it has dropped, week 
after week, so far as the reports are 
availabl | 
“During the week ending Aug. 3,“ 
says the latest statement of the geo- 

logical survey, “the output of bitu- 

minous coal not only decreased more 
than 3 per cent but recorded the third 

successive week of decreased produc. 
tion.” 

The same statement makes it clear 

that the decrease in coal produced is 

entirely due to the failure of the 
United States railroad administration 

to supply sufficient empty coal cars to 

the mines. 


_—— 
During the week when the most coal 
was dug the shortage of coal cars was 
only 3.9 per cent. The next week it 
had jumped to 5.1 per cent and for the 
week ending July 27 it was up to 7.4 
per cent. ‘ 
The decrease in the amount of coal 
mined grows constantly greater as the 
number of coal cars grows less. It 
would seem to be idle.to try to push 
the production ot coal beyond the ca- 
pacity of the railroads to haul it away 
from the mines. 
The official reports of the geological 


survey show also that shortage of la- 
bor and labor troubles of all kinds are 


not responsible in any degree for the 
lessened output of the mines. An im- 
provement in labor conditions is indi- 
cated.

Warmest Day We

ANTI-WAR VIEWS 


OF HAYWOOD ARE 
BARED ON STAND 


1. W. W. Chief Admits He 


Hoped for Success of 
Pacifist Meeting. 


Under cross-examination William D. 
Haywood admitted yesterday that he 
was responsible for a letter sent from 
I. W. W. headquarters expressing the 
hope that an anti-war meeting at Pitts- 
bugrh, held May 27, 1917, might be a 
great success, although he denied hav- 
ing written it. 
Haywood insisted upon his oppost- 
tion to war as a general proposition, 
but said he had not carried the idea 
to the extent of opposing the United 
States in the present war. He 
insisted that he did not believe’ in 
sabotage, despite the production by the 
government of a letter protesting 
against sabotage by an I. W. W. work- 
er and a reply from general headquar- 
ters, written by Haywood, saying in 
effect that it is “impossible to di- 
pense with so effective a weapon.”
